Even more significant is the re- 
port from the Farm Credit Admin- 
istration that more than half a bil- 
lion dollars of farm mortgage debt 
held by the federal land banks and 
land bank commissioner has been 
repaid during the last eight years. 
This figure. according to F. F. Hill, 
Governor of the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration. represents both  in- 
stalment payments and loans paid 
in full. 


On loans held by the land banks 
and commissioner, a total of $127.-; 
410,000 was paid on the principai 
last year, or 4.5 per cent of the 
amount of loans outstanding at the 
beginning of 1938. This compares 
with $113,893,000 in principal pay- 
ments in 1937, or 3.9 per cent of the 
amount outstanding at the start of 
that year. 


The drastic slump in farm prices 
this year, however, has sent the } 
farming industry into another taii- | 
spin. Farmers are now getting less 
for their products than at any time 
in five years and if agriculture is 
able to pay its bills under such con- 
ditions there must be rigid economy 
in all branches of government to re- , 
duce the farm tax burden; there} 
must be an end to attempts of gov- 
ernment officers and unthinking la- 
bor leaders to compel the farmer to 
pay increased wages to farm labor— 
and there must be less government- 
interference with business and 
industry so that urban employment 
can be increased and urban pur- 
can be improved. 
Given half a chance, agriculture’ 


But it certainly can’t pay out if 
farm overhead is artificially boost- 
ed by governmental decrees and gov- 
ernmental extravagance at a time 
when the average farmer is fight- 
ing for his very existence. 
Government reports, of course, do 
not deal in intangibles and moral 
values, but in all probability cour- 
age and fortitude have been bigger 
factors than all others in helping 
the farmer to weather the storm. 
You may knock him out, but you 
can’t lick a man who simply refuses 


to be licked!

| SACRAMENTO — The Canadian 
government has accepted the new, 
short peach box just standardized 
ac- 


by the California Legislature, 
corning to advice received today 


by the Bureau of Fruit and Vege- 
table Standardization of the State 
Department of Agriculture. 


Assembly Bill 422, signed by Gov. 
Culbert L. Olson May 25, makes the 
California peach box the standard 
for packing and _ shipment of 
peaches in this state. 


Due to an urgency clause, the bill 
became effective immediately, says 
S. S. Rogers, Chief of the Bureau. 

Both packerg and shippers have 
decided this type of box is more 
satisfactory than the one used dur- 
ing the past. 


Previously, the Canadian govern- 
‘ment has not permitted receipt of 
| boxes which were not standard in 
California or in the United States. 

California growers and_ shippers 
hailed today the official action of 
the Canadian government. 


The message received by the State 
|Department of Agriculture came 
from R. E. Robinson of the fruit 
and vegetable division, Department 
‘of Agriculture, Ottawa, Canada. 

The new California peach box, 
standardized by the legislature, has 
the following dimensions: four, four 
and one-quarter, four and one-half, 
four and three-quarters or five in. 
in depth; 11 and one-half inches in 
width; and 16 and one-eighth in 
length—all inside measurements.
